U.S. confirms Saudi planes in

WASHINGTON. --- The State De- 
Partment yesterday confirmed that 
about a squadron of U.S.-made F-5 
fighter planes belonging to Saudi 
Arabia participated earlier this 
month in aerial manoeuvres in 
southern Syria, but that all the 
Saudi planes took off from and 
landed at Jordanian airfields near 
the Syrian border. 

Department spokesman Robert 
Funseth told reporters at the daily 
news briefing that the State De- 
partment has been told by Saudi 
Arabia that the approximately 15 
U.S.-made planes, which were sold 
to Saudi Arabia, participated in 
the “annual training cycle” of the 
Saud! brigade in Syria. This bri- 
Bade, Funseth said, has been sta- 
tloned in Syria since the 1978 Yom 


ced Kippur War. 


Funseth, who conspicuously tried 
to downplay the importance of the 
Saudi-Jordanian-Syrian manoeuvres, 
said that it was a very short exer- 
cise and that all of the U.S.-made 
equipment remained only in Saudi 
hands, He reiterated that, as long 
as none of the equipment was 
transferred to a third party, such

Peres: America’s commitment 
to us now being tested

DEFENCE MINISTER Shimon Pe- 
reg said yesterday that the Ame- 
rican ccmmitment to Israel's exis- 
tence and security is facing two 
trials —- the extent of U.S. military 
and economic aid and the auestion 
of Washington’s policy on the 
Palestinians, 

Peres told the Jerusalem Press 
Club he had no doubts that the 
U.S. was interested in a strong 
Israel, but unless this interest is 
expressed in policies and in support, 
it goal would not be achieved 

There is no possibility of com- 
promise with Palestinian extremism, 
and it ts sterile to seek such a 
compromise, Peres said. The State 
Department’s “Saunders paper” on 
the issue was far from the truth. 
For example, it described the dis- 
pute in terms of symmetry, as if 
two nations of three million people 
each were disputing the same, piece 
of territory, whereas in fact 21 


pa states, with 12 million square kms. 


of land, were confronting Israel. 

Peres said that the fact that 
Arab policy was based on extremist 
PLO positions wag in fact a nega- 
tion of accord and negotiation, in 
favour of coercion and force. Sa- 
dat himself had declared that he 
would accept the Palestinian posi- 
tucn, he pointed out. 

Enumerating the dangers facing 
Israel, Peres said that, since the 
Yom Kippur War, seven Arab states 
— Egypt, Syria, Jordan, Saudia, 
Iraq, Libya and Kuwalt had 
acquired arms worth $5,840m. and 
had ordered another $11,000m. worth. 
The countries bordering on Israel 
had constructed intensive fortifica- 
tions and thejr armies had under- 
gone intensive training. 

Mr. Peres said there was no 


proof that Russia was pushing for 
war, but it had revealed “unprece- 
dented irresponsibility" in supplying 
missiles and aircraft to the Arabs, 
and in its stand on Zionism and 
the Palestinian issue. 

All these factors, plus the fact 
that the UN had become a “wheel 
to the Arab cart," added up to a 
situation in which Israel would have 
to demand a great deal from its 
citizens in the coming decade In 
army service, labour and taxation. 
They would have to make do with 
less than customary in countries at 
similar development levels. 

Mr. Peres was sure that Israel 
would prove “a tough nut” and 
would defend ‘ts positions with all 
its strength. ‘‘There is no reason 
why Israel should lose any oi its 
ability to defend itself in the fore- 
seeable future, he declared, pointing 
to the rebuilt IDF, the military 


industries and the “national con- 
sengus,” 
Asked how Sadat's accelerated 


arms purchasing efforts and his bel- 
ligerent positions affected the future 
of Israel-Egypt relations, Peres said 
that Sadat had made ambivalent 
remarks in the past month and Is- 
rael would have to follow his moves 
closely to see “how serious he is” 
about reaching a negotiated settle- 
ment. But he saw no reason for 
Israel to stop implementing the 
interim agreement. 

Enesset reporter Malka Rabino- 
witz adds: 

Mr. Peres defended the interim 
agreement with Egypt in the Knes- 
set yesterday, but conceded that 
certain changes had indeed cccurred 
in Cairo. Replying to a Likud 
speaker, Yoram Eridor, who urged 
in a motion for the agenda that 
implementation of the agreement 


be suspended in view of Egypt's 
threats of war and Egypt's large- 
scale arms purchases in the West, 
Peres agreed that the Arabs were 
rearming at an “unprecedented” 
rate. 

At the same time, he noted, 
Cairo was unwilling to go along 
with the Syrian “thrust towards con- 
frontation.” He said Egypt was 
creating a “new reslity' along 150 
kms. of the Suez Gulf Coast, at a 
dustance of 750 metres to seven km. 
from Israel forces, and, he added, 
Israel cargoes were pasaing through 
the Suez Canal for the first time 
in 27 years. 

Egypt had harnessed herself to 
8 process which could not be shaken 
off quickly, Peres said. Susrending 
implemeacation of the «gicctment 
would enhance Egypt's position in 
Washington and undermine Israel's 
— and this at a time that Israel 
was asking the U.S. for the money 
and arms to preserve her defence 
cptions. 

Mr. Eridor argued that there was 
no difference between Egypt and 
Arafat respecting their final aims — 
an end to the State of Israel. 
Egypt's threat of force violated pa- 
ragraph 2 of the interim agreement 
and entitled Israel legally and mo- 
rally to suspend the withdrawal. 

With Peres’ approval the motion 
was referred to the Forelgn Affairs 
end Defence Committee. Only Mo- 
ked, which sought to have it struck 
from the agenda, voted against. (Ex- 
plaining the abstention of the Yaad 
faction, Boaz Moav said Israel was 
impairing her own main strategic 
advantage — qualitative superiority

‘Saunders Paper’ now not seen 
as American policy switch

ington has been saying for some 
time, the sources said, that it would 
favour negotiations with the Pales. 
tine Liberation Organization if and 
when that terrorist movement re- 
cognizes Israel and accepts UN re- 
solutiong 242 and 338. The 
“Saunders Paper,” roundly con- 
demned by the Cabinet on Sun- 
day, contains last week’s testimony 
by State Department official Hal 
Saunders on U.S. policy towards the 
Palestinians.) 


Israel's position remains: “no talks 
with the PLO without qualifica. 
tions," the sources say. They refuse 
to formulate a position on the “hy- 
pothetical question” of whether Is- 
rael would talk with the PLO if it 
recognized Israel and accepted the 
Resolutions. 


Plainly, they concede, there is 8 
substantial body of opinion within 
the Cabinet and within the Labour.

this time, they add. The timing of 
Saunders’ evidence was “unfortu- 
nate” — but it was not of the 
Administration's choosing, having 
been dictated by the Congressional 
committee’s timetable. 

‘These sources do not explain, how- 
ever, why — if the policy is to let 
the issue subside — the Cabinet is- 
sued such a sharp statement on 
Sunday in reaction to the Saunders 
paper. The atatement alleged that 
the paper was replete with “factual 
and political errors and misrepre- 
sentations,"” and expressed “all the 
ministers’ grave reservations.”

Kinneret pumping halted as 
level nears danger line

TEL AVIV. — Water from Lake 
Kinneret is no longer flowing into 
the National Water Carrier, and a 
Tiberias boat company has sus- 
pended sailings to Capernaum, be- 
cause the level of the lake has 
dropped to 211.82 metres below sea 
level ~— only 18 cms. above the 
“danger line” set by scientists. 

It the lake drops below 212 
metres below Mediterranean Sea 
level, it may suffer irreparable 
damage and threaten future use of 
the country’s only major and nat- 
ural reservoir of sweet water, the 
scientists believe, 

According to Mordechal Yacob- 
ovitz, spokesman for the Mekorot 
water company, which suspended 
pumping operations out of the lake 
into the carrier, the low level of 
the lake has occurred on several 
oceasions in the past decade. On 
one occasion it actually dropped to 
212 metres below sea level, he said. 

“All we can do now is pray for 
rain,” the spokesman added. (How- 
ever, prospects are for bright and 
dry weather for the next 48 hours, 
with the closest precipitation re- 
ported off Italy.) 

The spokesman emphasized that

The Turkish part of Cyprus 
is virtually independent | 


By JOHN HOOPER 
NICOSIA (Reuter). — The Turk- 
ish-oceupied region of northern 
Cyprus, captured in an invasion 
Jast year, has become virtually in- 
dependent of the island's Greek- 
Cypriot Government here. 

Turkish Cypriot leader Rauf 
Denktash has threatened to make 
the de facto situation official with 
a unilateral declaration of in- 
dependence if the current debate at 
the UN on Cyprus produces 3 
“one-sided” resolution, 

Such a declaration would serious- 
ly hinder and might wreck any 
chance of a political settlement be- 
tween Turkey, Greece and the 
island's Greek and Turkish com~- 
munities. 

But in some respects, it would 
make little difference to life in 
Cyprus. Since Turkey occupied 
northern Cyprus last year, the 
region has been virtually § in- 
dependent anyway. It was declared 
a “Wederated State” in February 
and now has its own assembly, min- 
istries run by an autonomous civil 
service and a supreme court -with 
final jurisdiction. 

All these bodies operate without 
reference to the government οὗ 
Archbishop Makarlos, And, under a 
vote by the Turkish Cypriot As- 
sembly in September, Denktash has 
the power to make independence 
official whenever be likes. 

What happens at the UN where 
-delegates are reported to be

Britain’s UN envoy urges public opinion 
to ‘relax a little’ on anti-Zionism vote 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). 
Chief UN diplomats from the U.S. 
and Britain on Monday aired dif- 
fering views on the functions of 
this world organization following 
the antl-Zionist resolution passed 
by the General Aseembly last week. 

The American delegate, Daniel 
Moynihan, said the U.S. should 
start ,‘getting..the nerve. together” 
to show other countries “a standard 
by which they can measure their 
own conditions.” He was under- 
stood to refer to 8. resolution he in- 
troduced in a UN committee last 
Wednesday, challenging all govern- 
ments to prociaim an unconditional 
amnesty for politica] prisoners. 

British Ambassador Ivor Richard 
made remarks that were seen here 
as indirectly critical of the U.S. 
action, and urged public opinion in 
the U.S. and elsewhere to “perhaps 
just relax a little” on the Zionism 
issue to avoid bitterness and con- 
frontation.

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Britain depending on 
North Sea oil to cure 
its ailing economy 


LONDON (Reuter). — 


AS BRITAIN reaps the first benefits 
from the cnormous investment of 
skill! and money put into developing 
North Sea Oil, hopes are high for a 
Proapcroug future — but there are 
gnawing doubts as well. 

Fears that Britain has already 
mortgaged ita ‘inheritance are fre- 
quently heard. Then there is the 
question of how long the reserves 
will last, ond whether the world 
price of oil will remain high enough 
to cover the expense of bringing oll 
ashore and still leave a profit. 


Yet it remains as certain as 
anything can be that the present 
trickle of ofl — enough to provide one 
hour's worth of fuel for Britain per 
day — will soon become a flood, an 
infusion of Hfeblood for an anaemic 
reconomy, 

North Sea oll is Britain’s promise 
of & real chance to escape from its 
balance of payments problems, and 
the government confidently expects 
that it will inject new life into an 
economy which has been losing 
ground to Its competitors over the 
past 30 years. 

This is why the Inauguration of the 
Forties field after 10 years of patient 
exploration and construction in the 
stormy waters of the North Sea was 
made ἃ royal occasion. 


Prime Minister Harold Wilson said 
soon after the inaguration that 
potential North’ Sea reserves had 
been valued at £200,000m. and were 
50 per cent greater than those sur- 
rounding the United States coastline, 
including Alaska. He sald Britain's 
influence for good in the world would 
increase and “transcend anything in 
our historic past.” 


THE ADVENT of Britain's ofl era 
coincided with a fundamental switch 
in economic policy by a government 
confronted with chronic industrial 


decline, compounded by recession, 
as well as unemployment, high infla- 
tion, and a balance of payments 
defielt which, although much im- 
proved, is still running at a rate of 
about £1,700m. a year. 

The government's new economic 
strategy is designed to ensure that 
Britain takes ful! advantage of [ts oil 
wealth. Resources will be switched 
to industries likely to succeed, and 
the consumer society and the cherish- 
ed social objectives of the Labour 
Party will] take second place. 

But all this will take time to 
achieve, and in the meantime the 
government has to cope with alar- 
ming Increases in public expenditure 
and a persisting deficit in the 
balance of payments. 

To finance that deficit, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer Denis Healey has 
just announced plans to borrow 
$2,000m. from the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF). 


THANKS ΤΟ the oil, the government 
can look forward to getting the 
balance of payments back into sur- 
plus in the next few years, but the 
borrowing does add to an already 
heavy burden of debt. 

There is also the question of how 
long North Sea oil will flow 
profitably. A study group from the 
British Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science has just produced a 
report concluding the sel!f- 
sufficiency may last only for a few 
years in the mid-1980s, 

The scientists say North Sea oll 
will nonetheless be an Important 
economic asset with considerable 
social consequences. 

Another expert, Harry Warman, 
Exploration Manager of British 
Petroleum, paints out that all the oll 
80 far discovered in the North Sea 
represents less than one year of 
world consumption. 

“Britain has a breathing space for 
a decade or so,"" Warman says.

Zim opens new container 
service to Far East

Jerusalem Post Reporters 
HAIFA. — The Zim shipping com- 
pany will start a new container ser- 
vice between Eilat and Hong Kong, 
through the Far East next month. At 
the beginning, two chartered foreign 
ships, able to carry 410 containers of 
20 ft. each, will operate the service, 
until the ships being built for Zim in 
the Israel Shipyards in Haifa replace 
them,’ Zim's general manager, 
Yehuda Rotem, said this week. The 
new line will complete Zim's round- 

the-world container service. 
Addressing the Haifa Public 
Relations Association, Rotem said 
Zim was also continuing moderniza- 
tion of its Eilat service to keep the 
southern port open as an outlet to the 


east and a viable alternative to the | 


Suez Canal. He ἃ the Govern- 
ment to subsidize the overland 
transport between Eilat and Ashdod 
to keep the port competitive. 

The reopening of the Suez Canal 
has had only a marginal effect on 
Zim's business so far, and the 
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modernization of its Eilat fleet 
should enable it to compete, he 
hoped. Rotem noted that 1975 was 
another ‘‘satisfactory’’ business 


‘year for Zim, despite the general ship- 


ping slump, although not as good as 
the 1974 record profit year. Zim was 
exploiting current lower ship- 
building prices, with orders for nine 
new vessels: four in the Israel 
shipyards, two in Norway, one in 
Japan and two bulk carriers in 
another yard, instead of three 
tankers Zim had ordered originally 
and had “fortunately been able to 
change the order."' 

Rotem denied that Zim wag 
““boycotting"’ Ashdod harbour as a 
matter of policy, as the workers 
there’claim. But, because the multi- 
million modern equipment there was 
virtually paralysed and owing to the 
port’s harbour trouble, Zim was 
diverting its ships to Haifa ‘‘where 
we get proper service and 
treatment.'’ It would return to 
Ashdod when the service there im- 
proved. ‘‘We are operating on 
business considerations only,” he 
stressed. 

Rotem said the U.S. ad- 
ministration’s decision to apply to 
military cargoes the regulation that 
50 per cent of al] U.S. grant goods be 
shipped in U.S. vessels is due to go 
into effect on January 1. It will hurt 
Zim, which had been carrying most 
of the material, he said. 


‘Israel's 
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More leeway needed for 
Israel’s businessmen 


Penny-picking policies by a government scared of giving the businessman 
too much are causing investment to shrink. Jerusalem Post Economic Cor- 
respondent DAVID KRIVINE challenges the victimisation of industrialists. 


EXPORTS have not grown this year. 
Nor have investments. Even worse, 
foreign investments in Israel, after a 
historic spurt in the heady days after 
the Six Day War, have ground to a 
halt. There are evert signs here and 
there of disinvestment — foreign 
companies closing down single 
departments, and even (in one case) 
shifting a department out of Israel, 
to Hong Kong. 

‘There are explanations. The world 
is (temporarily) in slump. Israel 
possesses its own liquidity crisis. 
Since 1973, its money has been drain- 
ed away to the defence branch. For 
different reagons, both the Western 
powers and Israel have been forced 
to put a brake on economic activity. 

But that, unfortunately, is not the 
whole story. International trade may 
have ebbed; it has not expired. 
There are companies in Israel which 
can export more, and do not. Many 
production lines have to close down. 
They could be replaced by others. 
The challenge is to make 
preparations in good time for the 
new export opportunity when 
it comes. 

This is being done, but at half- 
pace and half-heartedly. The reason 
is that the official measures of en- 
couragement are themselves 
applied half-heartedly. The Govern- 
ment is so scared of giving the 
businessman too much, that he 
winds up with getting too little. 


THE TIMOROUSNESS of the 
authorities is stultifying. Problems 
are not foreseen. They are tackled 
after the event, when the bust-up 
has already occurred, when 
businessmen are already driven 
frantic, when enough pressure builds 
up to push the Government into the 
necessary hard decisions — which it 
seemingly dares not take until the 
last possible moment. 

The Defence Ministry has had its 
budget cut. The Accountant-General 
inalsts that Government funds be 
spent month by month as revenue 
comes in, with no periodic overdraft. 
These limitations present awkward 
cash-flow problems, which may need 
a computer for their solution. But 
one solution is not admissible, that 
having ordered (and received) goods 
and services, the Defence Ministry 
should refrain from paying for them. 

Yet that is what is happening. 
Creditors like AEL Laboratories, 
Kulsa, Beta Electronics — impor- 
tant American investments in Israel, 
built partly to supply defence needs 
— are drawn into deficit, because 
endless dalays in payment force 
them to borrow money at 25 per cent 
interest “and “more morder’ to keep 
going. (One firm asserts that it hag 
paid 41 per cent for emergency loans 
— 26 per cent, plus a 15 per cent 
“fine"' for running into overdraft.) 

This kind of budgeting sounds 
firm and deflationary. Εἰ pleases the 
general public because it whittles 
down profits. It fulfils the Bank of 
stipulation that credit 
should not be subsidized. And it 
drives foreign investment away 
from these shores. 


No discrimination 


The Ben-Shachar committee 
wanted to make sure that business 
companies pay a lot of taxes, so that 
wage-earners should not feel dis- 
criminated against. So corporation 
tax comes to 33 per cent: plus a com- 
pulsory loan of 19 per cent which is, 
admittedly, linked to the price index, 
but is not transferable, nor available 
{so far) as collateral — nor deducti- 
ble against the corporation tax that 
the investor has to pay in the U.S. 
The result is that out of IL100 of 
profits, 1.89 goes in tax and loan. 
Non-approved enterprises (and ap- 
proved enterprises after five years) 
pay 61 per cent tax if dividends are 
not distributed, and 67 per cent if 
they are. ᾿ 

On top of that come the 
devaluations. If a company buys 
materials for $im., and sells them 
for Sim., it has made no profit. But 
suppose the Israel pound has been 
devalued by 43 per cent in between. 
And suppose that the materials were 
bought, say, for IL4.2m. before the 
devaluation, and soid, as it happens, 
tor IL6m. after. 

‘There was a profit of IL1.8m. in 
this transaction, though in dollar 
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terms there was none. Tax and forc- 
ed loan shave 3936,000 off this 
notional profit. The tax itself comes 
to 1,600,000, 

Board members sitting in New 
York see the equation (from their 
point of view) as follows:

The tax system on its own is 
burdensome, though not intolerably 
so by international standards. The 
problem that the authorities do not 
bother to consider, until the αι 
has already been done, is that 
Israel's tax system does not exist by 
itself. There is also (in the case of the 
American investor) the effect of the 
continuous devaluations, and ‘the 
effect of the extra corporation tax 
levied in the U.S., where the Israeli 
forced loan is not recognized as a tax 
credit. The end-resuit is once more: 
a seize-up of foreign investment in 
this country. 


A LEADING TEXTILE company 
ealled Gibor is not afflicted by these 
problems. It does not supply the 
Government, since 97 per cent of its 
production goes to export, and it 
does not have to pay dividends in 
foreign currency, since it belongs to 
an Israeli group, headed by Gershon 
Rozoftf. 

Gibor possesses the equipment 
and output capacity to sell $25m. of 
stockings and Jeotards a year at this 
moment. It has the buyers ready to 
take the goods and pay in foreign 
currency. Yet Gibor is only selling 
$19m. this year. Reason? A short-fall 
of 200 workers. 

The Government's intention, as 
stated in the National Budget for 
1975, was to squeeze out surplus 
labour wherever it exists, and make 
it available for the export firma. This 
has not happened. Yehoshua Peretz 
complains that 2,000 workers in the 
ports are getting paid for doing 
nothing. If some of them were 
transferred to jobs in the export sec- 
tor, thus helping to Increase its out- 
put, there might be more stevedor- 
ing for the others. But dockers earn a 
bigger wage than factory workers. 

The labour will come to the export 
sector — eventually. For the present 
it is not forthcoming. The Govern- 
ment is still trying to pluck up 
courage.

Β the typewriter (or a good pert 
of it) himself, and the Industrial 
Development Bank will make him a 
a loan — with which te pay the 

He is to compete in world markets 
against rivals who acquire their 
typewriters at cost, while his 
business is saddled with a debt (at 10 
per cent interest) to defray the tax 
levied on him for venturing to stray 
into the export business. 


The result? He has cancelled his 


‘application, and the project is aban- 


doned. 


A MAQUETTE PLANT was due to 
exhiblt at an international fashion 
show in New York. At a time when 
textiles are in recession, this was an 
important event, on which the com- 
pany had concentrated much 
preparation. Despatch of the gar- 
ments for display was held up — bya 
strike in the Israeli Customs. The 
goods did not arrive in time. The 
company's plans for the season lie in 
ruins. A chance mishap, possibly — 
except that in the following week ἘΠ 
Al was on strike too. 

Working capital is given to export 
firms when the goods are on board 
ship. A strike of dockers, or even a 
lack of cargo space (keeping the 
goods in bond) create a delay — dur- 
ing which the company does not get 
its financing. This inflexibility has 
the savour of bureaucracy. So has | 
the increased paper work that has to 
be done when dealing with Govern- 
ment orders, because the authorities 
want to be sure that they are not be- 
ing taken for a ride. Bills of lading 
are not enough proof any more that 
the goods have arrived. The com- 
pany engineer and auditor must per- 
sonally sign that every single ttem 
and sub-item was genuinely 
purchased, before the Government 
recognizes the cost. 

Easy profits 

There is an alternative way, to 
trust the bili of lading, and make 
spot checks — aa the Income Tax 
Department has started to do. The 
Government's buying agencies will 
get round to that — eventually, but 
not yet. At the moment the clamour 
against ‘‘easy profits'’ at the 
Government's expense is louder 
than the protest of the victimized in- 
dustrialists. 


ALL THESE OBSTACLES, holdups 
and predicaments diminish profit. In 
theory business is good; in practice 
it is not good enough. The reasons 
are (characteristically) not the big 
issues, but the small problems of 
application. Israe)'s wide-awake 
democracy does not like the idea of 
giving the rich man too much. (The 
workers, understandably, demand 
equality of sacrifice.) 

Therefore no financial margin is 
allowed to offset the profit-eroding 
effect of the various ancillary 
problems that crop up, some of them 
unforeseen — from bureaucratic 
delays to labour disputes. Thanks to 
penny-picking policies, indignant 


-@rities of private enterprise are 


appeased (or partly appeased):But 
investment shrinks. 

An Export Authority, with powers 
comparable to those wielded by the 
State Comptroller, might be able to 
break the last remaining fetters 
which still shackle progress in this 
vital section of the economy. The at- 
mosphere has to he changed. A dash 
of euphoria is required. Exports 
must not only be lucrative, they 
must be seen to be lucrative. 


Housing sales up 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — The Government- 
approved three per cent price in- 
crease on public effective 
December 1 has led to a sharp in- 
crease in sales over the past few 
months, according to Shikun 
U'’pituach and Shikun Ovdim. 

NU Ben Amir, spokesman of 
Shikun U'pituach, told The 
Jerusalem Posi this week that in the 
first two weeks of November the 
company sold 344 apartments, while 
in all of October 538 apartments 
were sold. (An average of 180 
apartments a month were sold dur- 
ing July, August and September.) 

Menachem Heller, general 
manager of Shikun Ovdim, the 
Bistadrut Housing company, seid 
the company had been selling an un- 
usually high average of 250 
apartments a month, not only 
because of price increases in 
December but because of the 
Government's decision to impose the 
value added tax. 
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Catering to Damascus 


ONCE AGAIN Syria is trying to extort whatever political 
gains it can Seat om the fact that the mandate of the UN 
forees on the Golan is up for renewal The need for such 
periodic renewal has been shown to be an inherent weakness 
m the cease-fire agreement, for even if the Syrians may not be 
interested in permitting the mandate to lapse, they are enabled 
to exploit the threat for their own political purposes. 

There are some signs that Syria’s President Assad sought 
to use this threat in order to achieve a meeting with President 
Ford in Europe, on Syrian terms. And there are signs as well 
that the State Department statement on the Palestinians, issued 
to Congress last week, was designed in part, at least, as a 
message to Syria that the U.S. was moving a step closer to 
Damascus on the issue. In return Syria could, without hesita- 
tion, renew the mandate, and perhaps expect a new U.S. effort 
to reach an interim agreement on the Golan. 

Now it is Dr. Waldheim who must travel to Damascus in 
order to play out a rather stylized role of “persuading” Syria 
to maintain the cease-fire. 

Such obsequious treatment of Damascus can only serve 
to whet Syria’s appetite in the future. This is especially true 
when most analysts believe that Syria in any case has little 
option but to renew the mandate, at this point. With Egypt 
anxiously awaiting full implementation of the interim agree- 
ment, and the return of the oil fields and most of the Sinai 
passes, Syria knows that Sadat would not want to risk this by 
involvement in any hostilities that erupt on the northern 
border. 

Signs of international anxiety at the threats of strongmen, 
like Assad, can never be 2 prescription for stability. They 
lead only to further extortion. This is the trap into which Dr. 
Waldheim, like those in Washington and elsewhere who en- 
couraged him on this mission, have fallen. 


Dissonance as policy 


THE STATE DEPARTMENT statement on the Palestinians 
submitted to Congress last week, which was roundly condemn- 
ed by the Cabinet on Sunday as an unwelcome departure in 
American policy, was rehabilitated, at least in part, yesterday. 

A high official in Jerusalem told reporters it did not signify 
a change in the American position. The official, in so many 
words, repeated the apologia which Dr. Kissinger apparently 
provided when our Ambassador in Washington enquired what 
this paper wes all about. 

There may have been good reasons for the Cabinet to issue 
its sharply worded communique against the document. There 
may also have been good reasons for the moderate tone 
adopted by the high official yesterday. 

But there can be no good reason to make inconsistent state- 
ments expressions of government policy.

THE FORTUNES of the Holy 
Land seem to be once again 
beckoning to the ever-successful 
Dr. Kissinger. 

The Doctor's star came down 
upon us at dawn on October 22, 
1973 — when, due to a com- 
munications fault aboard the 
plane bringing him from 
Moscow, he arrived to see Prime 
Minister Golda Meir without 
having told her he was coming. 
He brought good news. Knowing 
Israel's best interests better 
than the Government, he had — 
without being asked — secured a 
cease-fire with Egypt and saved 
Israel from achieving a military 
vietory which (heaven forfend) 
would have brought to naught all 
chances for peace, 

Since that time his friendship 
for our government has become 
a tradition, which enables him to 


- extract whatever he wishes from 


us, And — lest we be unfair — 
not just by means of threat and 
pressure. 

With the arms airlift (its start 
delayed due to “bureaucratic 
error’) he won Mrs. Meir’s 
heart. What matter that the 
arms never reached the front 
but were taken straight into 
storage? Good intentions — 
that's the main thing. 

Dr. Kissinger has similarly 
continued to proclaim this 
traditional friendship, and to 
demonstrate it in deeds. It was 
he who brought about the signing 
of the first cease-fire with 
Egypt, a sort of first swallow of 
peace in the land of the Nile. The 
changes of personnel in our 
government left him un- 
disturbed. He indeed deepened 
his friendship with the new 
leading team, Then came the Β6- 
cond disengagement agreement, 
with Syria. What was so impor- 
tant about the salient, about ‘a 
few lousy kilometres''? What 
counted was movement — to ad- 
vance towards peace by 
retreating on the ground. And 
his work paid off. A global 
“disaster’’ was averted; the 
threat of an oil embargo passed 
and the price per barrel fell. 
Everyone breathed easier. What 
a shame he couldn't be given a 
second Nobel Peace Prize. 


AT THE BEGINNING of this 

there was an attempt by the 
head of our leading team to dis- 
turb him in the execution of his 
good intentions. But the Doctor's 
concern for our future would 
give him no rest. He immediate- 
ly set President Ford to work on 
“reassessing’’ the situation, 
while himself working on his 
friend Mr. Dinitz and his, 
“colleague” in Israel to make

EVER ON THE ALERT for an in- 
verted cliché, I was delighted to hear 
a friend remark, “I know all about 
Art, but I don't know what I like.” 
Fortunately, I do know what I like.

For 
Egypt had explicitly written that 
there would no longer be a resort 
to force in solving its dispute 
with Israel. Those of little faith 
among us had been apprehen- 
sively discussing the prospects 
of a recession, and here was our 
traditional friend bringing quite 
another sort of recession — one 
in Sadat's political and 
propaganda hostility. Wrapped 
up with it were a few billion 
dollars, lest we be forced to 
tighten our belts. We could thus 
achieve that sophisticated 
social-welfare balance now 50 
much in favour, which consists 
in working less, striking more, 
and collecting bonuses for both. 

Execution of the agreement 
has got off on the right foot. We 
have already withdrawn from 
Ras Sudar in the direction of Abu 
Rodeis, and will soon depart 
happily from thence, the Gidi, 
the Mitla, Baluza and Tasa.

Israel has given, Egypt has 
taken, and America is investing.

Agreements have been 
signed with Egypt, and Presi- 
dent Ford and his Secretary of 
State have already begun press-
